COURT RULES AGAINST FREE TOUPEES 



In a precedent-setting case the Federal Social Court in Kaasel (Hesse) recently ruled that 
health insurance funds are not required to pay for toupees. In the test case initiated by the 
German Trade Union Association (DGB), a 54 year-old doorman claimed that because incipient 
baidneas was inducing depression, the cost of the toupee should qualify as a medical claim* 

A Social Court in Heilbronn and the Baden-Wuerttemberg Land (State) Social Court had already 
rejected the argument and recommended a hat instead of a toupee. Hats, being items of everyday 
apparel, do not qualify as medical claims. The Federal Court in Kassel upheld the lower courts' 
rulings. Women, on the other hand, can charge their Insurers for a wig if hair loss is dis- 
figuring.
